Be it enacted by the Legisialive Assembly of the Territory of Minnesola :
Szcriow 1. The Common Council of the city of St. Paul, i3 hereby
authorized and empowered to issue bonds of seid city to an amount not w4 bends
exceoding thirty thousand dollars, bearing interest not to exceed twelve
per cent. per annum, and for a time not leas than ten, or more than twenty
years, to raise money to be expended in opening and grading Water street
in said city, from Chestout street to Broadway, and in the construction of
City Buildings for said city, and to provide for the payment of the inter-
4st on the amount of the bonds issaed.

the City Bonds o to be entrusted to him, ot any one time, conditioned for
o faithful performance of his duty and a strict acconntability for all mon-
cys received by him from the sale of said city bonds ; which bond shall be
spproved by the Common Council and filed in the office of the Treasurer
of said city ; and the Common Council shall fix by o resolution, the com-
pensation of such person; provided, however, he shall not receive, inclu.

It ghall not be lawful for the Common Council of said city to
pay out, or expend in any way, the money raised by the city from the sale
of said bonds, except in the manner and for the purposes deseribed in this
act ; nor shall the funds thus raised be subject in any way 1o the payment
of any claim ogninat the sald city of St. Paul, except as herein pre-
seribed.

Sgc. 6. It shall bo the duty of the Common Councit of the city of St,
Paul to provide for the pa~ment of the interest, and the ullimate payment
of the principal of any city bonds, which shall be issued under thiz act,
